SUBJECT : Project AECHAMP (Renewal) 



1. The attached project, originating in the SR Division, was initially 
approved primarily to si^port the development and execution of REDSOX opera- 
tions and assets in Lithuania. Due to the loss of REDSOX operations origin- 
ally launched under the project, the emphasis in objectives is now being 
directed toward CE activities. Project AECHAMP is presented for your approval 
of retroactive renewal for the period 1 September 1956 throxijgh 31 August 1958. 

2. Authority is requested to obligateC ^ from the DD/P-SR Division 

budget: d p f or the fiscal year 1957, C JJfor the cxirrent fiscal 

year, and d ^ fiscal year 1959, subject to the availability of 

f:mds. 



3. The SR Division memorandum requesting renewal is attached. It 
summarizes the important factors involved and presents a detailed breakdown 
of the funds believed necessary for the renewal period,

SQBJECT : Project AE6HAMP (Renewal) 



1. Purpose : This project Is a vehicle for FI operations against 
Soviet Lithuania, with prinaxy entphasls on CE activities* In the past 
the principal activities carried on under this project have heen the 
development and execution of BEQ8CK q^ratlons against the USSR. The 
shift in enphasls to CE is the historical outcdHe of the fact that the 
REDBOK operations originally laumhed under this project are now under 
RI3 control* Specifically the main tasks to he undertaken under this 
project are recruiting and running of double agents, lnterrogatli:g of 
Soviet Lithuanian defectors and escapees, maintaining contact with under* 
ground organizations in Soviet Lithuaxila, and spotting among defectors 
for agents who can he returned to the OSSR* Secondarily, spotting and 
recruiting of REQSCK agents will he carried on under this project* 

Althoueji the emphasis of the project has heen shifted to counter-espionage, 
the purpose and the ohjeetlves of the project as stated in the last re- 
newal of the project, dated l8 Roveniber 1955> still are valid* See the 
attached project outline* (TehriA) 

2* Project AECEAMP is undertaken in accordance with and in furtherance 
of the USSR country program for Fiscal Year 1957 as approved hy the £(D/p* 

3* Personnel: The following changes in personnel have taken place 

in Project ABSSAliB since 1 July 1955: 

a* Two agents, C were recruited for a 

RKD0OX operation into Soviet Lithuania* ~roey were transfexred 

h* drover R* NdLONORIE has heen transferred from Project 
AE6EAHP to Project AEP0LE, hecause his usefulness is primarily 
in the FP field* His services in famishing intelligence and 
operational leads will continue to he used. 

c* Arthur J* HAWORTH has heen transferred to Project AEPOLE 
hecause he, too, is primarily useful in PP fields. Intelligence 
and operational leads such as he has furnished in the past will 
continue to he exploited under this project. 
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l8 being terminated and resettled via HARVARD.

partially or coeq^letely under the control of the RIS. 

g. Q Jis a Lithuanian who defected in Germeuay in October 

1955* He had been recruited by the RIS for a mission to penetrate 
the Supreme Committee for the Liberation of Lithuania (VLIK), a 
Lithuanian emigre organization. His tasks included an attempt to 
recruit for the RIS a member of the VLIK executive committee who 
had been first recxtilted bv the RIS during WW II but who bad 
never worked for it. When C _3 confessed his RIS mission, 
he was recruited to return to Soviet Lithuania as a Iona term 
double agent, but the (^ration was cancelled whenQ^ 

changed his mind about returning to the USSR. He has now been 
terminated and is being disposed of throu^ HARVARD. In order to 
try to neutralize future usefulness to the RIS, the story of his 
work for the RIS has been released to the emigre and German press. 

h. C. ^ ^ LlthuaniGui Roman Catholic priest and local 

Lith u a ni a n emigre leader in Western Germany. He is used to 
service letter drops for mall from the USSR and for reporting 
operational leads from his local Lithuanian cosmiunity. 

1. Q— . . 3 is a Lithuanian wcmian who is now a gymnastics 

teacher in Western Germany. She was recxulted in Novsmber 1955 
for use as a letter drop for mail from the USSR. 

j. , 3)ls 4 German POW returnee from the Soviet Union who 

had been a member of the Lithuanian partisan forces. After his 
capture by the Soviet security service he was recruited as an 
agent by the RIS. He was allowed to repatriate to Germany by the 
Soviets after agreeing to work for them in the West. He 
voluntarily confessed this mission to CIA in Frankfurt, Germany. 

He has been recruited as a double agent.

is a German who vas born and reared in the Klaipeda 
(Memel) area of Lithuania. He vas recruited by the RIS in Lithuania 
to inform on foreign seamen in Klaipeda and to perform other 
operational teisks. When he iimnigrated to East Germany with his 
family he vas to be given new targets after he vas settled. He 
and his family escaped to West Berlin, where he confessed his RIS 
connections to a CIA officer and vas recruited as a double agent.

He Is not aware of U.S. Goveimment interest.

4. Operational Review, 1 September 19?$ to^da^gBSg^i'i) lUBB^ During 
the period under review the f olloi^ng FI and CE activities were carried on 
under Project AECHANP: 



a. Four secret writing channels into the Lithuanian SSR were 
maintained. One of these Is with a CIA-dlspatched agent, (T H 

who is presumed to be under RIS control. The other three channels 
are used by a Lithuanian underground orgemlsatlon, r ~J 

and two agents, ^ Indirec^y connects 

with the organiz^xon. Both the underground and the two agents 
connected with It are presumed to be under RIS control, either 
directly or indirectly. Contact with ^ 

is current. Ho communication have been received fromC j . 
since l4 April 1956 and from^ .lU since l4 June 1956 . The 
channels are used to obtain rICs reactions to international events, 
to elicit Information on its modus operand!, and to acquire 
intelligence information in insteuices when we believe that it 
would be unprofitable for the RIS to practice deception. 
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1). One agent, vas successfully dispatched into the 

Llthuaniem SSR in 193?* Because the agent was a courier from the 
underground group, jjj that is presumed to be under RIS 

control, we assume tbat Q infiltration through East 

Germany and Poland was aided by the RIS. The agent's pronised re- 
exfiltration to West Berlin in the summer of 193^ vas not ful- 
filled and contact with him has been lost. 



c. Three RIS agents in West Germany were identified and recruited 
as double agents. One of these vas repatriated to 

West Germany in 1936. Another,!^ n was repatriated to 

East Qexmany from where he defected to West Germany. The RIS has 
not as yet assigned specific targets to either of these agents. 

The RIS has assigned emigre targets to the third M/C. 3 .

Three REDSOX agent ceuidldates were spotted for use in a possible 
REDSGK operation planned for 1938 • One or more of these candidates 
may be suitable for a repatriation mission to Soviet Lithuania.

g. All defectors and escapees from Lithuania of whom we were 
made aware have been Interrogated and exploited for positive and 
operational intelligence.

3 . Operational Plane for the period, 1 Hamk 1937 to a 8 =mafeamgaaaEr 1938 « 
a. General Objectives are 

( 1 ) To provide a vehicle for the increasing CE program in 
the I^ithuanicm field by exploiting the growing nuoiber of 
defectors and RIS agents from the Lithuanian SSR and other 
parts of the USSR. Such exploitation will produce positive 
and operational Intelligence on Soviet' Lithuania, others 
pairts of the USSR, and information on the RIS. 
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(2) To explore and eoploy all fee^lble means for introducing 
agents into the Lithuanian SSR^ Including the repatriation 
channel vhich seems to offer a legal gateway to the target 
area for REIDSOK agents especially trained for long term 
operations* 

(3) To spot BEDSQX agent caxidldates for recruitment. The 
recruitment program under project ARCHAMP will be in direct 
support and in eotisonaxice with the SR Division's REDSOK 
program and its training program for "hot-war" standby agents.

(5) To develop the potential of the L) S/w correspondence

(6) To Interrogate escapees and defectors from the Lithuanian 
SSR* If as a result of Interrogation any of these are 
determined to be RIS agents, they will be assessed for a 
double agent role* Those defectors and escapees who are 
determined to be clean will be considered as egent candidates 
for a short return to the Lithuanian SSR to recruit persons 
living legally there*
